Itis
pot fair in this case to mistrust a gener-
ous sotion or to contrast it with former
peglect in order to east a sneer at poor
old humsn nature. Justice to merit is
pearly always tardy. Cities have oon-
tended for the birthplace of the poet
who begged for bread in  their
streots while living. It takes time
to give luster to greatoess as well as to
mell ow the wine. The whole walk of
Mozart from the cradle to, the grave
lasted but thirty-five years. In thatbrief
period he performed prodigies, and his
countrymen, from king to peasant, hung
upoa kis soul’s creations with unmived
delight. He was paid more for single
ecompositions than many of his country-
men teceived for a life of work. When
he was but eight years of age, thou-
sands gathered to hear his musieal per-
formances. He was s spoiled boy from
the first, lived in a kind of dreamland—
naver suffered but one great sorrow, and
disd with the music of a half-comyosed
requiem beating its measures upon his
brain. and with his hands fambling over
imaginary keyvs. He lived in an at-
mosphere of great melody all his
days. He had the fine, sensitive,
} sus mature which attaches to
musical geninses generally; and, like
them, never had as much mouney as he
wanted. and again like them, had no ap-
precistion of money, and died at an age
when most men commence their eareer.
And then Germany did not realize what
had beso lost in him. They knew the
man. heard the stately music which had
its birth in his braio, felt the thrill of it
aad rejoived under it; but they did not
realize thst it was made of immortal
numbers, which were to echo and re-
echo through the world forever. It was
mot strange either, for he was before
them; they could see him and hear his
peevish complaints, see him fretted over
childish things, and it is no wonder that
the thought never came to them that he
was a genius who was born to im-
mortal fame. The present geperation
saes only the sun without the spots on
ita dise. The wovld hears his music and
from it takes up the thought that the
soul which vonceived it was ss lofty in
all things as in music. The Germans
understaud that bsocanse he lived there
was a new glory given to all German-
speaking people, and o it is but natural
they should build monuments to his
fame. It was too bad that Mozart
needed money and died poor. But this
was not the fault of those arcund him,
but was due to a waut of combination of
faculties in his own brain to cause him
to take advaatage of his opportanities.

MEETING OF THE ENPERORS.
“Unensy the head that wears the
erown.” Threa Emperors and three
Prizne Ministers—tho guiding spirits of
the governments of Germany, Russia and
Austria—are svon to meet in secrat con-
gultation on the affairs of Europe. Not
many more such mestings will ever be
held in this world, for the general dis-
vontent aud unrest is regarded ss the
breoze whieh preceds the revolutionary
storm which is to desolate thrones and
palages and to sweop out of existence
the despots who maintain their power by
wourping the liborties and the hard
earnings of the peopls. It is said these
poachers upon the rights of the people
will meet in a small town near Warsaw,
Knowing that the people detest their
rule and an enemy lurks in every bush,
they dare not undertuke tho journey uns
less guarded by the military power by
which their governmentaare propped up.
When the president of a republic like
Ameriea visits the people he is greeted
with the sougs of children, bonfirves, il-
luminations, the love and affections
of all regardless of party, who are
free, prosperous eud happy. But
these emperors will bes grected
with nothing but curses and the brist-
ling bayonets which proteot their
lives. Of the six conferees the Em-
peror William is the eldest, being eighty-
ty-seven. His companion, Prince Bis-
marck, is not quite seventy. The Em-
peror of Austrin, Francis Joseph, is fifiy-
four, snd his Prime Minister, Count
Kalooky, is fifty-two. The Emperor of
Russia is the youogest one in the group,
being anly thirty-nine, while his Minister
of Forelgn Afaira, M. de Giers, is sixty-
four.
